use a European agreement, supplemcnt- 
d by tho necessary legislation in ouch 
tale, whereby eaoh government shall 
rrest anarchists within its territories 
ud deport thorn to their native.oouu- 
ry, leaving its authorities to watch and 
cpre?s them uccordiuy to its laws, 


Each European stato wonld thus bo- 


ome responsihlo for its own anarchists, 
iwitzcrlaud would cscapo from tho ro- 
roach of nil anarchist refugo and plot- 
ing ground nnd the burden of interna- 
tional piott-ction wonld fall heaviest on 
the polico of Italy, Spain aud Franco, 
whero anarchists most abound. 
Tim 


contlnout.ll governments outside the 
Clintons and much continental opiuiou 
would probably accept very slight sus- 
picions as sufficient ground for such ex- 
pulsion, but it is very doubtful whether 
England nnd Switzerland, if they agreed 
to common deportation, would not ro- 
quiro much moro proof. 


Even EO, tho plan would kindle warm 


protest .when the necessary legislation 
cauio for enactment in parliament and 
in many newspapers. The continental 
powers would probably wolcomo more 
slrinyent measorea, each adapted 
to 


local conditions, against the dispotnina- 
tion of anarchistic prints and Ihe hold- 
ing of annrehislic meetings, but hero 
igain England and Switzerland wonld 
scarcely gey lo extreme lengths. 


Jt coiiliueutal influences should pre- 


vail, thero is a chance lhat tho confer- 
ence may overdo regressive measured 
nnd breed anarchists nud sympathy for 
them. There, is moro likelihood that its 
deliberations, if it meets, will ho barren 
of practical results. Moreover, it seems 
only fair that tho United States should 
bo represented sinco, should there bo 
any agreement toward common expul- 
sion, it would become forthwith n KCu- 
oral anarchistic refuge. 


Certainly the conference will not bo 


tacitly aimed at either Italy or Switzer- 
land. Tho Italian government has dis- 
armed its hostile ciitics by its initiation 
of the projoet, and no delegate will bo 
so discourteous ns to suggest, that tho 
unjust incidence of taxation upon tho 
pour in Italy aud tho poverty caused iu 
part by bur ambitions to f com n great 
power tend to make the poninEnla a 
forcing honsoof anarchists. 


Besides, it in !ho boast of tho Italian 


polico that it has nearly evory suspect- 
ed anarchist within its jurisdiction— 
some .probably very undeservedly—iu 
priton or under narrow surveillance. 
Since tho murder of tho emprcFE tho 
Swiss republic has bestirred itself and 
already 
sent 
twos-core of anarchist 


leaders out of its territory into Franco 
nnd Italy. It has also protested vigor- 
ously thnt tho cantons breed no anarch- 
ists of their own. 


Throufih no wish of theirs, thoy havo 


become tho rofugo of anarchists whom 
tho polico of. other governments should 
havo l;een ablo to sequester at home. 
Evrn if the conforenco results in no 
common action of all tho powers, it is 
not nulikely that Switzerland nnd Italy 
will agree to aomo joint measure that 
will mako tho ftivorito asylum of tho 
Italian anarchists a precarious refugo.
